20 persons is, or has been, infected 
with sphilis, Dr. A. M. Washburn, in 
charge of the Communicable Disease 
division of the state Board of Health 
said at a meeting of the Lions Club 
here Wednesday. The address was in 
connection with Social Hygiene Week 


Fifteen per cent of all blindness, 10 


per cent of the insanity, and many mis- 
carriages and still births -can be at- 
tributed to the disease, he said. He 
estimated Uiat Uiere are approximate- 
ly 100,000 cases of syphilis in Arkansas 
more than all other cases of con- 
tagious diseases combined. 


More than 13,000 registered for med- 


ical attention in Arkansas last year. 
Dr. Washburn said from one to two 
years treatment is necessary for cure 
in most cases. Only one of every five 
receives adequate medical attention, 
he said. 


A larger percentage of cases is 


found in cities than rural sections. Six 
times more negroes are suffering from 
the disease than whites. The percent- 
age of cases is highest among the male 
sex, he said. 


Dr. Washburn said the best method 


of controlling the disease is tp cure ex* 
isting cases. Arkonsas obtained $47,- 
000 of federal funds for cure and pre- 
vention work, last year. Medical au- 
thorities have estimated Uiere are more 
than 500,000 new cases each year. 


He said syphilis could be con- 


tracted through unbroken skin. It will 
take from 10 days to six weeks for it 
to apepar. 


In Sweden, where a syphilis treat- 


ment and eradication program was 
undertaken by Uie government several 
years ago, only seven persons in 10,- 
000 have Uie disease, Dr. Washburn 
said Uie Arkansas percentage should 
be reduced considerably Uiis year. 


Dr Washburn was introduced by A, 


L, Woolfolk, chairman of the Pro- 
gram Gum.nvitlce.

Those reporting on him long have 


predicted that if ever he felt he could 
nol do an adcqualc portion of Ihe 
court's work he would retire.

Al- 
tupiilclli come from Tunis in two 
sixes—large ami. small, Crastune arc: 
ilargo urul Rreen and come from Moroc- 
co nnd''.Tunis. Lumuchc is the com- 
mon variety of snail. There is one 
other edible species, the lumnchlni, 
which are so small they must 'be 
picked owl with a toothpick. 


Snails are a new delicacy to Amer- 


icans—the first imported about a gen- 
eration ago for the Italian, French, 
Spanish and Green districts. But rais- 
ing snails for food goes wny buck to 
50 B. C., where a snail preserve was 
established at Turquinium. 


Unails are shipped here in a dor- 


mant state in crates. 
They 
are 


rendered inactive by exposure to the 
sun and will not move again until 
moisture roaches them. No one knows 
just how long a snail can remain im- 
mobile. The importers naturally in- 
sist that snails ure as healthful as any 
other fine food. Incidentally, they do 
not catalogue the escargots as fish. 
The federal government in a booklet 
on snail* soys thai they taste like 
oysters and arc just as nourishing.
